BULLDING STATISTICS - TASMANIA 


The Deputy Commonwealth Statistician (Mx. J. GC. Stephen) has made available 
the following particulars of Building Statistics for the quarter ended 31st March 1957. 
More extensive comparative data for preceding periods will be found in each June 
quarter statement. 


A statement of definitions of terms used will he found on page 4. 


4. Now HOUSES COMPLETED; During the quarter ended 31st March,1957, 529 new houses were 
completed compared with 780 in December quarter, 1956 and 


778 in Septemher quarter, 1956. 


Completions in March quarter in preceding years were: 1954 - 562; 1955 - 558; 
and 1956 - 704. The 529 houses completed during March quarter, 1957 comprised 65 brick, 
concrete 


etc., 67 brick, concrete etc. veneers, 370 wood, 7 prefabricated wood and 20 

fibro~ceament. 

2. Mas HOUSES COMMSNCED: The number of new houses commenced during March quarter,1957, 
was 730, an increase of 120 compared with December quarter 


3. NEY HOUSES UNDER CONSTRUCTION: The numher of new houses under construction at
